ClBdnnati, Nov. 4.— Following their 
eknrfns rally here, and the receptions 
to Col. James Kllbourne, democratic 
capdidate for governor, and other den- 
ocraltc leaders, the Democrats are 
clAlmlns that they will elect part of 
tb^r ticket in Hamilton county. It 
is hardly pr()t>al)lo tliat tills wiil affect 
the local legisiative candidates, but it 
will materially affect the state ticket 
II the Democrats should secure part 
oi tl^e county ottten here. ^ 

Two years ago when OoTemor Nash 
had a plurality of 49.000 the R«puhlt- 
cans lost both Cuyahoga and l^ucas 
counties. Although the result at Clev- 
elaad and Toledo is likely to be very 
cloM, yet the conditions are not con- 
sidered by the Republicans to be so 
demoraliring as they W( re. in 

The republicans concede tliat the 
result is doubtful in Franklin county 
in which the state capital is located. 
The Democrats are confldently claim- 
ing that county in which both Oov- 
emor Nash and Colonel Kllbourne re- 
side. There is some oppoji'ion to 
Governor Nash on account of liis ap- 
pointments, and it is clrinicd that the 
popularity of Colonel Kllbourne, espe- 
cially amons the worklngmen. will add 
strength to the Democratic ticket In 
that county. 

The I{< piil)li( anR can los-e b;)th Cuv- 
ahoga and Franklin counties and still 
have a majority Ib the legislature (or 
senator i| th«7 cartr H^niMtoii and 
Lucas counties, aa ieems probable. 
The disaffection in Lucas county does 
not apply so much to the legislative 
ticket as It docs to Governor Na.'^^h on 
account of bis attitude tjoward the 
proposed Ohio centennial eiQuoaltloU «t 
Toledo. 

Th^re Is considerable shortage in 

the registration of the four leading 
cities, and the greatest falling off is 
in Toledo, where the recistration Is 
less th^n tljro years afo, fad very 
much less than last ye%r. Tlji* c^- 
paifB this y«Ar has mit only been 
much stiorter, but also tttrch more 
quiet than two years ago when less 
was at stake than now. The legisla- 
ture fhen had no senator to elect The 
legislature neat January will fleet a 
successor to Senator IV>ral^er |iu) re 
district the state (or congressional 
purpos«;s. The election this year Is for 
a £ull state ticket and county tickets, 
aa well as members of the legislature. 

The contest (or legislative candi- 
dates has generally been ot a Ipcal 
character. 

DiiriiiK the last half of the century 
the Democrats have elected only (our 
governors, and with a single exception 
they were elected in years following 
pre«ld«9Ual elecUons vhlch, h%w9 for 
that r^tAW hecome known tgi, "off 
years." J^Uen was elected after the 
preBidrntlal election o( 1872; Bishop 
after that of 1876, and Campbell after 
that of 1888. HpadUy w«s elected on 
a local liquor issue preceding the pres- 
idential election of 1884. Democrats 
claim that in addition to the <tlil»ffec- 
tiou aipoug the Uepubllcana In i^uya- 
hoga. Franklin. Lucas and other coun- 
ties, th#, tryUloMl "oft year" condi- 
tions e«kt ift in Wmr. years. These 
conditions did not prevail \n 1881 
when the death of Oarfteld is said to 
have afrt ( ti'd tin' result.

Washington, Nov. 4. — In his procla- 
mation designating Thursday, Novem- 
ber 28 for the annual day of national 
thanksslvlBf Preatdeat RooaeveH 
says: 

This ThanksgiTing finds the people 
■tni bowed with sorrow for the death 
of a great and a good president. We 

mourn I'K sident McKinley because 
we so loved and honored him; and the 
manner of his death should a«-aken In 
the breaats of our people a keen anxi- 
ety for the country anu at the same 
time a resolute purpose not to be driv- 
en by any calamity from tlie path of 
strong, orderly, popular liberty wtiich 
as a nation we have thus far safely 
trod. Yet in spite of this, great disas- 
ter, it is nevertheless true that no peo- 
ple on earth have such abundant cause 
for thanksgiving as we have.

Sailed Out Over the Oecan but FaTO» 
able Breexe Carried It B»ck to 
Land— Thrilling Kxperlenoe 
of the Passengers. 



Kan Francisco, Nov. 4. — The nine 
occupants of the car of the captive 
balloon wlii, h ei^caped from this city 
landed safely near Pescadero, 60 miles 
from this city, and but a abort dis- 
tance from the ocean. The balloon 
was in the air nearly two hours, and 
at one time was out at sea bot was 
blown back over the land. 

Those who made the involuntary 
trip were: Ed P. Dudley, aeronaut; 
A. L. Dodge. Bd Foster. Jr.. Walter 
Leon. C. P. Vlldecoq. J. F, Leonard, M. 
L. Howarth. John A. M. Shift and .Mrs. 
J. P. Gunsaulus. 

When the balloon broke Its bonds it 
sailed away in a southerly direction. 
South of Redwood City it struck an- 
other air current, which took it to- 
ward the ocean over the sunnnit of the 
coast rany;". Ahout 10 niib s fi-om La- 
hoiiila. and six ; iM - 'loni Pescadero, 
Is lieatty Thomson » place. Thomson 
was up and out when the balloon came 
along. The grappling hook sllppf'.l 
throu.gh the trees and raked along 
brushy patches of ground. Hy tli:.'! 
time much of the gas had lieen let out 
nf the balloon and the power was weal<. 
When it came within Thomson's 
reach he grasped it and bore down 
with all his W( i)?ht. Tliis stopped ...e 
flight. Sdiin the lialloon \.as brought 
to the ground, and the (,vei joyt d pas- 
sengers and aeronaut alighted and 
took Fupper with Thomeon. 

A. L. Dodge, one of the passenffers, 
describing the trip, said the balloon 
first started toward Oakland, and af- 
ter circling alioiit for a time drifted 
southward, and became stationary for 
a short period. Then in response to 
a breese from the eastward it sailed 
over the San Mateo hills and stood (ar 
out over the ocean. The hearts o( all 
the occupants of the wicker cage were 
filled with fear as the prospect of be- 
ing dumped into the ocean stared them 
in the (ace. Twice, according to 
Dodge's story, the balloon dipped 
close to the water, but rose each time 
to a considerable altitude. Finally a 
breeze from the sea eaimht the balloon 
and carried it back over the land, and 
after dragging the cage through the 
top9 o( a grove of trees,' landed it on a 
hiUaide six miles from Pescadero. 

"It was a terrible exrx rh nee." said 
Dodge, "and I would not undergo the 
same adventure again for any consid- 
eration. Everybody was more or less 
shaky, while the ' woman passenger 
and two or three of the men were so 
sick they sat in the bottom ol the 
basket throughout th^ trip."
